Labor Gov't. Survives Ma- 
jor Issues for Balance 


of Year

LONDON, Nov, 30,—Parliament has 
its nose to the grind stone, From 
now to the Christmas recess—except 
during that exhilirating hour when 
everybody bombards the governmen 
with questions—the house will be 
chiefly ploughing its way through 
committee, considering government 
legislation, The Egyptian treaty and 
the ceaseless problem of India will go 
over to the New Year. And as pro- 
ceedings become more matter-qf-fact 
the danger of the government being 
defeated on a cardinal question of 
policy seems to be more remote than 
it was at the opening of the session, 

The plain fact of the matter is that 
apparently nobody wants another elec- } 
tion.

TORONTO, Ont., Nov, 30.—The 
earthquake that shook lower Quebes | 
and the Maritimes this month was | 
officially labelled “severe.” In fact 
those people caught in high bulldings 
that quivered under the tremors, prob- 
ably thought for a few moments that 
the world was coming to an end, But | 
it pales into insignificance beside the | 

earthquake of 1663, 

In the 1663 carthquake the Bt 
Lawrence river became so charged 
with mud that for many weeks the 
water was unfit to drink, Mills and | 
large tracts of forest slid from thelr 
places, Parkman relates. A number 
of men in a boat near Tadousac star- 
ed aghast at a large hill covered with 
trees which sank into the water be- 
fore their eyes; waterfalls were level- 
led, springs were dried up | 

Mother Mary of the Incarnation 
vouched for the story that a man 
ran all night to escape from a fissure | 
in the earth which opened behind him 
and chased him as he fled. 

Other writers of the period told of 
“spectres and phantoms of fire bear- 
ing torches in thelr hands,” taking 
part in the convulsion. “The flery 
figure of a man vomiting flames” also 
appeared in the air 

Contemporary records are supported 
to some extent by the evidence of 
geology, but despite the blazing, ser- 
pents that flew through the alr, the 
gaping holes in the earth that chased 
the pioneers, the demolition of whole 
forests and other weird upheavals, not 
a life was lost in Canada in the 
earthquake of 1663. To that extent it 
parallels the tremors of 1929

Police tn 1874, A resident of Montreal, 
this young telegraph operator joined 
the force at Ottawa and with the first 
hundred and fifty came on the adven- 
turous trip to the scene of the rebel- 
lion. From Ottawa he went by train to 
one of the ports on Lake Huron, cross- 
ed the lake by boat and to what ts 
now Port Arthur, and then came over- 
land the rest of the way. Travelling 
by wagons and boat he arrived at 
Fort Garry which was nothing but a 
Hudson's Bay fort and a few saloons 
Some.of the detachments came on to 
Edmonton, which presented much the 
same appearance as Fort Garry at 
that time. Mr. Ross arrived here on 
October 31, 1874. From early. June 
until the thirty first of October that 
year the men were travelling 
were never once tn a house. During 
the second rebellion Mr. Walter Ross 
was a courler between Fort Saskaiche- 
wan and Fort Pitt, so has witnessed 
many of the West's historical events 
When the telegraph lines were put 
through to the Fort Mr. Ross resumed 
his work as operator, as well as keep- 
ing the post office for many years 
He is now in the real estate business 
at the Fort. 

Learned Telegraphy Second Hand 

Mr. William Ross, who was also at 
the datce on Friday evening, came 
west a little later with the militia, For 
several years he farmed near the Fort 
and now resides with his brother in 
the town. Two brothers, now residing 
in British Columbia are well known 
here, Mr. George Ross and Mr. John 
Ross. They are telegraphers, having 
learned the system from their bro- 
ther Mr. Walter Ross, who learned it

sidered. But, after he had settled him- 
self in lodgings with two old friends 
a wig-maker and his wife, a dire thing 
-happened. With the happy Christ- 
mas season at hand he suddenly fell 
a victim to paralysis. For three weeks 
he lay unconscicus. 

It was during this period, probably, 
that John Wesley thought most often 
of him But apparently the great 
divine did not mention his wish to a 
single soul 

Nevertheless, his wishes reached 
Swedenborg. When, at the expiration | 
of three weeks, the philosopher re- 
gained consciousness, one of his first 
requests was for pen and paper. He 
sent this note to Wesley: 

Great Bath-Street, Goldbath Fields, 
February, 1772. 


Strange was the correspondence 
that passed between John Wesley 
the founder of Methodism, and 
Emanuel Swedenborg, the great Swed- 
ish selentist, philosopher and seer, who 
established the Swedenborgian church 
| It took place when Swedenborg had 
|| reached the ripe age of 84, Long since 
| he had become one of the most fa- 
mous figures of Europes, which he had 
startled * ain and again by his un- 
canny clairvoyance and divinations, 
He was equally well known in London, 
Paris, Berlin, Dresden, Amsterdam 
Copenhagen and Stockholm 

Wide, too, was the fame of Wesley 
And it was not unusual that when the 
aged Swedenborg came to London in 
| what was to prove his final visit, the 
great preacher and teacher should 
| have desired to meet him, The strange 
| thing was that he should not have in- 

formed the visitor of his wish, But 
| this he did not do. 

Swedenborg, in this late descent up-

It so happened that Mr, Wesley was 
at the time on the point of taking a 
six months journey and was very 
much occupied in preparing for it, 
He was unable to aecept Sweden- 
borg’s cordial invitation, but wrote, 
in reply, that he would do himself 
“the pleasure of waiting upon Mr. 
Swedenborg soon after my return to 
London.” 

At this point occurred the strangest 
development of the episcode, Sweden- 
borg immediately answered that when 
Mr, Wesley returned in six months 
it would be too late to visit him. 

“I will go into the world of spirits

{ was wheeling and I knew something was afoot 
because the officers were all in the chartroom 
The captain also had his clothes on; till then we 
only gaw him when ha& took bearings at eight 
bells morning and night and he always wore 
pyjamas. 

No one went to sleep, Dawn came and we 
rolled along, just making headway. The fire 
men were louder than ever. We could near 
them making plans for running things. There 
were Englishmen, Scotchmen, Irishmen, Finns 
Greeks and several other nationalities in thei: 
gang. 


Then came the fight, The firemen had a 
separate companionway leading into their 
foc’s'le. Standing in the waist of the ship and 


looking aft one looked at their efitrance on the 
starboard side or on the looker’s left hand. The 
ailors’ companionway was to port. There is u 
short turn just inside before one goes down the 
stairs. This is to break any seas that come 
aboard when the door is open. * 

We lined along our table and watched. The 
first man down the companionway was the sec 
ond mate the Jew. As he stepped down on the 
foc's'le deck a jam pail caught him on the side 
if the head and he went down like a log. He lay 
stretched out at the foot of the stairs 

The firemen had all turned and were watch 
ng. It was very quiet, The bosun came next 
He got to the bottom and crashed into a fire 
man who was trying to jump on the second’s 
head. Then hudes broke loose. It only lasted a 
few minutes and the bosun went up the ladde: 
‘arrying the second, 

~The sailors all went on deck. We sat anc 
talked things over. We had heard the firemen 
saying they would seize the stokehole and douse 
the fires till they got things their way. They 
were angry because they hadn't been allowed t« 
go ashore at Rio, because the food was terrib’« 
and because we weren't getting our lime juice 
he sailors sympathized with the two latter rea 
sons. Every man on a ship is supposed to get a 
daily tumbler of lime juice to offset lack of milk 
and fresh food. It is a rule of the seamen’s 
inion. We had haa nothing but oxtail meat, 
potatoes like golf balls and beans. We didn’t 
taste lime juice during the entire voyage. 

We welked up under the bridge. The 

heelsinan told us the officers were locked in 
the chartroém. We told him to call them out 
and we told them of the stokehole gang's plans. 
Chen they asked us to throw in with them and 
‘elp quell the mutiny. We agreed. 
A Fight to a Finish 
W* went back into our foc’s'le and waited 
The firemen were raising a big noise and 
their leader was explaining his plans. Then we 
heard the officers coming. There was no in 
vestigating by the second this time. They came 
down in a rush, all of them armed, but they 
didn’t shoot. We stood on the table and watched 

The bosun went right through to the back of 
the foc’s’le, swinging his revolver in his huge 
fist. He clouted right and left as he went. The 
firemen had chair-legs and casashe bottles a* 
weapor Three or four of them turned to 
battle the bosun who had his back to the bulk: 
head. He was laying them cold. Then the 
leader, sneaked up on him with a slice bar, a 
hort iron bar used for trimming out coal, and 
slugged him with it 

We went into action then. We went arcund 
the partition and in our rush it came gown with 
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down to Rio 
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us fhe four-day men joined us and the batt! 
waged both loud and long for a little’ while. 
There is something chat affects a drunken fire 
man—no matter how many times you hit him he 
won't go out. He keeps crawling back and if hx 
can’t get up he'll hit his opponent on the feet ur 
shins, 

It was about 15 minutes before the batt! 
finished. Most of the firemen were completely 
out. The chief picked out the few who were 
still able to stand and threw them into the stoke 
hole. They stayed there until we hit Santos, 250 
miles south of Rio. The chief wouldn’t let then 
up the ladder, stood with a shovel and said he’ 
brain the man who tried to climb out. . 

The police met us well cut to sea. Thu 
Latin policemen are little fellows, but they know 
neir business. They carry little dirks in a 
scabbard at their waists and these have sharp); 
pointed ends. The litte “spicks” went down 
into the foc’s’le wh..e the firemen were lying 
around and they went around sticking these 
little dirks into the least dangerou» but ex 
ceedingly tender parts of the firemen's an 
atomy, It certainly was effective. Every mar 
was on deck in no time. R 

Nine of the eighteen firemen and trimmer» 
vent to jail at Santos. No charges were laid— 
that would mean staying in harbor several days 
There are no docks at Santos and all loading 
and unloading is done by lighters. Here we took 
yn bananas for Buenos Aires and put o/f ma 
chinery and boots and shoes. The absence of 
the firemen didn’t bother us. The crew never 
takes any part ‘n loading and unloading except 
in emergency. Then, just before we sailed, the 
police escorted ail but two of the firemen back 
to the ship. Nobody knows what happened t 
the absent two. A South American prison is a 
slrange place. 

But the carpenter was missing. We waite 
a couple of hours and he didn’t turn up. Ther 
we left without him. The carpenter wasn’t 
missed much; he had repaired the partition ir 
the foc’s’le before he left to go ashore and al) 
he seemed to do the rest of the time he was or 
the ship was g« into the hold ostensibly t. work, 
but actually to sleep. He vejoined the ship tw 
weeks later much the worse for wear: the two 
missing firemen had broken out of jail in 
Santos, waylaid him and put him in hospital, He 
had been in the vanguard of the foc’s'le rush + 
few days before, 

We only paused at Buenos Aircs and unload 
ed bananas, boots and shoes, tires and 
machinery. "ozens of bi, trucks backed up to 
the ship and the bananas were unloaded right 
into them, at Sentos the bananay were loaded 
into the ship by native women, hundreds of 
them, and each wo.nan carried two stalks, one or 
her head and one cn her shoulder. 


Then Mickey Was Killed 


HE same night we went up to Rosario, 500 
miles up the Plate river from Buenos Aires 
Rosario is the sinkhole of the world. Brothels 
anc dives form an even line along the water- 
front just inland from the warehouses. Sailor: 
going ashore stick in groups: too many of then 
disappear if they don’t and their boaies are 
found days later. Repo.ts then say “arcwned.’ 
More Canadic boots and shoes over the sid 
and coffee from Santos and machinery. Ther 
back down the viver light to B ienos Aires, wher:

for Canada and flour for Santos and Rio, 

We lay here for three weeks) They were i 
terrible three weeks. The firemen went on ¢ 
vampage. They spent all their money and ther 
began pawning their clothing and watches 
Fights were hourly ogcurrences—on the doc) 
yn the deck and in the city. 

And then Mickey was killed. Mickey was « 
fireman, a Liverpool Irishman, who was always 
partially drunk, He was chumming with an 
other Liverpool Lrishman and they alternately 
fought and cajoled each other, One day they 
disappeared and came back without their coats, 
but wild-eyed drunk. 

They came on the ship and started to argue. 
No one paid any attention. The tosun had 
bought » parrot in Santos and was mad because

Then the leader sneaked up on him with a slice bar and slu gged him with it. 


wouldn't talk. He brought it out to see the 
fight and got madder because it wouldn't watch. 
We had more fur watching the bosun and his 
parrot than we did watching the fight. 

Then it became ludicrous. Both men wer 
staggering sround taking wild swings at each 
other, nearly spent. Mickey went down and 
rolled around. The other man started to kick 
him on the bead, in the stomach, any place he 
could. No one interfered. It was fair, accord 
ing to sea laws, He had knocked his man down, 
o he had a right to kick him. 

After a while Mickéy stopped squirming. Th 
ther man sat down on him to rest. Micke; 
didn’t move, so the winner got the hose and 
turned it on him. No luck. Then the steam 
hose. Mickey was practically naked, his clothes 
having been torn off. Someone took his shoes 
off and laid them on his chest, The chiet came 
by and ordered someone to drag him into the lee 
of the bulwarks. “We don’t want him laying 
around here where everybody will fall over 
him,” said he. p 

After a while the chief came back and look 
4 at him again. He knel! down and felt him 
and then hollered for the doctor, The doctor

This was just two days before we were t 
save for Montevideo. 
We were casting off in the evening. It wa 


wilight and we were getting up steam ready to 
pull out. Down the dock came a man. He 
clambered on the ship. He was the Liverpoo! 
Irishman who had killed Mickey. South Amer 
ican justice is the easiest justice. Everyone kept 
quiet because a tramp sicamer must not be hel: 
up. One fireman more or less doesn’t keep ¢ 
hip from steaming just as well, 

There was an awful racket in the foc's’le 
iat night. The firemen fought for hours when 
hey divided the stuff in Mickey’s chest. There 
souldn’t have been very much because he had 
pawned anything that was valuable. Neverthe 
less, everything had to be evenly divided ar 
vine had coveted certain little possessions « 
Mickey. 

More Trouble and Jail 


HEN the chief came on the ship late that 
night. We were al! due to leave when he 
came aboard. He went into his stateroom right 
over the No, 4 coal bunker and came out roaring 
like a foghorn, Smoke was seeping through the 
deck into his room. There was a fire in the 
bunker, 

All hands came on deck running. As the 
plates came off the coal hatches smoke came out 
in a billow. Water didn’t do much good—would 
only add to the danger of spontaneous com 
bustion. Everyone went into the stokehole and 
we started to shovel ccal 

We moved 400 tons of coal from one bunker 
nto another. We worked all night and we wer: 
dead tired when we finished. The chief raved 
about the coal, the men who loaded it, the firm 
that sold it and the mines from which it came 
He didn’t stop swearing about it for a week 

Next day we hcaded across the River Plat 

» Montevideo, 800 miles across the mouth of the 
river. We loaded 100,000,000 tins of canned 
beef and every can was labelled “Packed jr 
Chicago.” We could walk a mile and see it 
packed and the labels stuck on. This was to g 
to Philadelphia for distribution 
United States.

coming up the stairs and it sounded like trouble, 
We turned to the door. 

Bight firemen walked in the door. They 
looked at us and we looked at them. They ask- 
ed for mail and ve watched them. The clerk 
started to explain about the passports and the 
notes and so on, 

The firemen turned to us. 

“Did this happen to you?” asked one of them, 
We nodded, He went over the railing like a 
bullet. The rest followed him, They grabbed 
the three yelling clerks and smothered their 
yells, Then they hollered at us to go through 
the pigeon-holes. 

Ve couldn't find any mail. Two or three 
firemen said they would make some and they 
started to wreck the office. Then the police 
arrived with their little daggers ana we went 
jownstairs like lambs and into the jail, 

The skipper came to the jail next morning 
and we came out. We heard all about our past 
1istory and where he would send us if he had 
the opportunity. But he had to have us be- 
cause when he docked he had asked the police to 
lock up the rest of the firemen for fear theg 
vould go on a rampage. 

We left Rio while the leaving was good. The 
consul had been away from his office, We never 
found out if the skipper had fixed things up 
with him or what had happened. In any event 
we didn’t get any mail, 

It was September when we reached Santu 
and unloaded the flour. Santos is the port of Sno 
Paulo and only a row of warehouses and littl 
docks along the sea. But we learned here that 
the epidemic in Rio was worse than ever. The 
old man decided to drop his Rio consiznment 
here and push straight on to Philadelphia. 


We had planned taking on coal at Ri In- 
stead, the chief said we would coal at the Uarba- 
does. 


We reach.d the Barbadoes and tried to make 
port. We stood off ani on all day and couldn't 
make it at all. We set our course for Phil 
adelphia and olled along. with the hurricane 
blowing harder tban ever. 

Three hundred miles from Philadelphia we 
ran out of coal. The bunkers were clean as a 
vacht’s galley. The old man had refused to the 
last minute to wireless for seagoing tug to 
bring us coal because of ¢! lvage rates he 
would pay, but now he had to wireless for a tug 
to tow us into port. 

We landed in Philadelphia late in October. 
Four men came to the mate and asked him if 
they could hide in the ship’s hospital because the 
United States police wanted them, The hospital 
was the only spot the customs officers wouldn't 
search, They stayed there all the time we were 
n port, with the crew sneaking food to them. 

The doctor came aboard and everyone was 
inspected. Out of a crew of 41 men only i0 
were allowed to go ashor The few of us who 
did went to a movie theatre and saw our first 
talkie. It was one of the first talking: films 
shown in the United States. 

The crew was terribly disappointed because 
we hadn't made the Barbadoes. The ship had 
planned on taking rum on board for Canada and 
every member of the crew was going to do a 
little private smuggling into Philadelphia. When 
that didn’t materialize only one thing saved a

near mutiny from becoming a real one. 

That one thing was that someone found a 
bulkhead door open between the after-hatch and 
the stokehole. The stevedores who had stowed 
the canned beef “packed in Chicago” had for-

The 
takes were raised from one cigarette per chip 
to two cigarettes per chip. Cigarettes vere 
cheap—50 for 25 cents from the ship's store. 
They were English cigarettes, The bosun never 
smoked them if he was given one He chewed 
them paper and all and he apy - ne being 
offeted hiin, 

We didn’t stay at St. John, We landed ia 
Montreal in October, rusty and?extremely dirty. 
The crew went over the rail like rats the min- 
ute we docked. I walked up the street with my 
bag and canera and thought of home,  Tiiat 
night I was on the train shaved, shampooed, 
scrubbed and shining. 

I landed in Toronto and walked up Yonge St. 
It looked just the same and I had the feeling 
everything should look different. I begun to 
feel lonesome for Red Ducharme a:d the bosun 
and the ship's cat that we found as a kitten 
locked in a hold starving to de..th 

I went to a hotel and to bed. Vacation time 
was over, It was cold Ocfober in Ontario.
